He said that meats 
had been butchered and sold in Atlanta 
which had -been washed [{n water that 
came from a city sewer, and that wells 
only 12 feet deép were used in some 
slaughter pens into which ffowed all the 
filthy water with which the beeves had 
been washed. He stat-d that out of the 
fourteen slaughter pens around the city 
only three were in a good sanitary con- 
dition. 

The committee is composed of Council- 
man Taylor, chairman; Aldermen Mce- 
Bachern and Sims, and Councitmen Old- 
know and Glass.

Opinions of Meat Men. 


a 


Carl Wolfsheimer, who has one of the, 


largest siaughter pens in the south, 
stated that a rigid inspection of mea‘s 
was badly needed in Atlanta. 

“Inspector Wasser does his full duty.” 
said Mr. Wolfsheimer, “‘but no one man 
can look after. the Dusiness. Atlanta 
needs a public slaughter pen, where cat- 
tle can be inspected before and afer 
killing. I welleve thaf mo carcass should 
he sold in the city without a tag placed 
there by a capable inspector.” 

Arthur Wood, a well known meat deal- 
er, spoke on the same line. 

William CC. Sparks, one of the oldest 
butchers in the city, stated that he often 
Saw meat offered for sale which was 
unfit for use. 

“Tl saw a whole wagon load a few day» 
ego,’ he said, “and t an ounce of it 
Was sound and fit to eat. This kind of 
meat is brought into the city, and it is 
impossible for the inspector to keep up 
with it. It is hauled about until some 
body is found to buy it at a cheap price 
We ought to have all meats tagged, and 
the sooner something is dqne to carry 
@ut thia pian, the better.’ 

J. H. Bullock, a meat dealer, said he 
favored a pwblic abattoir and a rigid in- 
spection of all meats. 

Dr. C. R. Jolly and Dr. H. G. Carnes, 
veterinary surgeons, stated that a cen- 
tral union slaughter pen was needed, an¢ 
should be established. 

W. H. White, manager for @e Swift 
company. said he pbelieved at there 
should be a system by which all meats 
sold in the city would bear a tag from 
@ local inspector. 


What Officers Think. 


Chief Jentaegn, “of the sanitary depart- 
ment, said he favored a public abattoir.

London, July 24.—William J. Bryan’s 
proposed rider to the model arbitration | 
treaty wag discussed at a session of the | 
international council of the Interparlia- 
mentary Union’ and resulted in its being 
recast as follows: 

“Tf a disagreement should arise, which 
is “not Included in those to be submitted | 
to arbitration, the contracting parties | 
shal] not resort to any act of hostility 
before they separately or jotntly invite, ' 
as the case may necessitate, the forma- | 
tion of an international commission of 
inquiry or mediation of one or more 
friendly powers, this requisition to take | 
place, if necessary, in accordance with 
article 8 of The Hague convention pro- 
viding for a peaceful] settlement of inter- 
national conflicts.”’ 

On the resumption of the sessions of 
the conference of the interparliamentary 
union today the above was unanimously 
adopted after speeches by Ven Plehner, 
of Austria, and Mr. Bryan warmly sup- 
porting the amended rider.

Czar Immutable. 

“The intentions of the emperor are 
immutable. The government tirmly de- 
sires to assist in the amendment of the 
legal procedure laws hitherto enforced 
which no longer serve their purpose, The 
old regime will be regenerated, but order 
must be fully maintained. You must act 
on your own Initiative, ag you are in- 
vested with responsibility. Firm and vig- 
orous steps taken om these lines will 
doubtless be upheld by the best part of 
society.”

The Juvenile Court Law. 

All friends of juvenile reform in 
Georgia witll earnestly support the 
attempt now being made before the 
general assembly to have enacted a 
state juvenile court and probation 
law. 

The system as tried for more than 
two years in this city has entirely 
vindicated the expectations of its 
supporters, and more. It has regult- 
ed in the reformation of scores of 
j juveniles who would otherwise have 
gone the downward road of orime by 
being associated with hardened crim- 
inals in stockade, jail and station 
house, but, salutary as has been its 
work, it will be much greater when 
supported by a state law that gives 
its blessings to the whole state of 
Georgia. 

The juvenile court idea has long 
since passed from the experimental 
etage. Twenty-two states of the 
union have enacted laws similar to 
that which the Georgia legislature is 
being asked to place upon the statute 
book, and forty of the leading cities 


Russia. 

To all externai appearances, events 
in Russia are shaping themselves for 
the enactment of a drama which may 
outvie, in its somber and portentous 
settings, anything in the long perspec- 
tive of the chronicles attending the 
birth and the death of nations.

In his ukase decreeing its adjourn- 
ment he charged the body with hav- 
ing neglected its “productive” and 
“creative” powers and assuming 
those of a revolutionary nature. He 
points out, somewhat anomalously, 
that from the start it has set itself in 
antagonism to the “fundamental law” 
—the scapegoat apparently chosen to 
bear the shortcomings of the autoc- 
racy. 

While the world will agree that the 
duma proceeded about its functions 
in too violent and uncompromising a 
manner, asking sweeping reforms 
which were ill-advised and untimely, 
the thoughtful observer will also per- 
ceive’ the hollowness of the czar’s re- 
proach. The only “productive” or 
“creative” work attempted by the 
Russian parliament was ignored by 
the government, which made the 
further unspeakable mistake of re- 
fusing direct negotiations, making all 
communications through timid and 
colorless ministers, the duties of 
whom were obviously perfunctory.
